PROCLAMATION 


THURSDAY, SEPT. 12 SET FOR 18- 
45ERS TO REGISTER FOR 
MILITARY SERVICE. 


Tay to Be Made a Holiday Thruout 
the State. 


The Registration day proclamation 
issued by Governor. Sleeper is as fol- 
lows: 

WHEREAS, the Congress of the 
Guited States has enacted a law re- 
quiring all mak citizens between 18 
and 45 years of age inclusive to be 
registered for military service, and 

WHEREAS, the President of the 
United States, by proclamation, has 
fixed September 12, 1918 for the reg- 
istration thruout the United States of 
all men between the ages of 18 and 
45 inclusive for military service, ex- 
cept those who have already regis- 
tered and those who are not required 
to under the law to do so, 

THEREFORE, by virtue of the au- 
thority vested in me as Governor of 
the State of Michigan, I do hereby 
announce and proclaim to the People 
of the State of Michigan: 

lst. Under the authority vested 
in the President, it has been ordered 
that State headquarters, local boards 
and other officials of the State will 
hold themselves in readiness to pro- 
ceed promptly with their work of 
registration on the date fixed. 

2nd. Existing draft machinery will 
be used with such increased facilities 
and additional registrars as are re- 
quired for enrollment. Under the 
President’s proclamation, the Gover- 
nors of all states have been called up- 
on to supervise this registration, and 
the Adjutant General, will, under this 
proclamation be the centra) adminis- 
trative authority, all local boards wil! 
have immediate direction and super- 
vision within their respective jurisdic- 
tion, The actual registration will be 
made in the customary voting pre- 
eincts within the jurisdiction of each 
board, or in such other places as the 
local board having jurisdiction shal! 
designate by public: notice. 

8rd. All male persons who shail 
have attained their eighteenth birth- 
day and shall not have attained their 
forty-sixth birthday on or before the 
day set for registration by the Presi- 
dent must register. The only excep- 
tions are: 

(a) Persons, who, prior to the day 
set for registration by the President, 
have registered under the terms of 
the Act approved May 18, 1917,( which 
fixed the original age limits at 21 to 
30 inclusive) or under the terms of 
the public resolution of Congress ap- 
proved May 20, 1918 (providing for 
the registration since June 5, 1917 of 
those reaching the age of 21 years) 
whether called for public service or 
not; and 

(9) Officers and enlisted men of the 
regular army, officers appointed and 
men of the forces drafted: under the 
provisions of the act approved May 
18, 1917; officers and enlisted men of 
the National guard while in the ser- 
vice of the United States; and the offi- 


j cers of the Officers reserve corps and 


enlisted men in the Enlisted Reserve 
corps while in the service of the 
United States; and

William McCullough was born at 
Sacketts Harbor, State of New York, 
February 27, 1842. Being left moth- 
erless when an infant, he was adopted 
by John McCullough of Canada and 
assumed the name of his foster fath- 
er. His own father, John Worden, 
was born in the Empire state, being 
a son of William Worden, who served 
in the Revolutionary war as captain 
of.a company belonging te Col. God- 
frey. He married for his first wife, 
Ann Cole, who died in early life leav- 
ing three children, viz: Harriett, Ann 
and William M., the subject of this 
sketch. 

Brot up in Canada, William McCul- 
lough learned the shoemakers’ trade, 
first in Canada and then in Bay City, 
where he located with his family in 
1876. 

Since 1881 Mr. McCullough had re- 
sided in Grayling, and had taken an 
active part in the management of lo- 
cal affairs. From 1881 to 1886 he 
conducted a boot and shoe business. 
In the latter year he was elected sher- 
iff of Crawford county and was re- 
elected sheriff in1888, serving in that 
office four years. In 1890 Mr. Mc- 
Cullough built the livery stable that 
is now owned by N. P. Olson. He 
continued in the livery and farm im- 
Plement business for a number of 
years, retiring from the livery bus- 
iness in 1895. 

In 1896 he established his present 
mercantile business which he conduc- 
ted most satisfactorily, at the same 
time carrying on a general black- 
smithing to a considerable extent un- 
til 1917 when he retired from the 
blacksmith business. 

William McCullough was a member 
of the first board of trustees of the 
village of Grayling. He was ap- 
pointed justice of the peace to fill va- 
eancy, and had been re-elected several 
times and was holding that office at 
the time of his death. 

On January 2, 1862, William Mc- 
Cullough was united in marriage to 
Victoria: Smith, who was born April 
11, 1842, a daughter of William and 
Mary Smith of Canada. Two child- 
ren blessed the union of Mr. and Mrs, 
McCullough-——Charles O. and George 
W.

BOTH WHEAT ANO OATS HIT 


Omission of Seed Treatment Princi- 
pal Cause—Wheat Lost Would 
Supply Army Division for 
Year.

East Lansing, Mich—A very tiny 
thing called the “smut spore”—so tiny 
that several dozens of them can perch 
upos the point of a pin without ep- 
dangering each other’s comfort—filch- 
ed a grand total of $1,526,106.38 from 
the pockets of the Michigan farmer in 
the summer of 1918. This figure, which 
by the wuy is not a haphazard guess, 
but fs fnstead an estimate based on fn- 
spection of fields of wheat and oats 
in atmost every county in the state, 
is what the farmers of Michigan had 
to pay out this year because they 
omitted making use of a certain fa- 
milHar chemical compound called for- 
muldehyde, which compound, the plant 
pathologists tell us, is the mortal foe 
of the aforementioned smut spore. The 
same pathologists—who can well be 
charged with being a gloomy lot—are 
forecasting that a toll at least equally 
heavy will be exacted of the Michi- 
gan farmer in 1919 if he forgets to deal 
with the smut spore befure he plants 
his wheat this fall and his oats next 
spring. 

The above listed items of informa- 
lion represent the work of a half dozen 
men who have been touring the state 
for the Michigan Agricultural college 
and the United States department of 
agriculture during the past two months 
for the purpose of learning what dis- 
eases are most troubling the cereal 
crops of Michigan farmers. It was 
their business, when they arrived In a 
county, to make a visit of inspection 
to the fields of a number of farmers. 
While in the fields each man looked 
closely to see if any diseases were all- 
ing the wheat, oats, barley and rye, 
and if any were found the percentage 
of infection was determined by syste- 
matic method of counting. 

A short time ago these young men 
reported back to the college. In the 
case of wheat they found that the 
damage suffered by the crop from 
stinking smut amounted to 3.77 per 
cent, while with oats the loss frum 
loose smut was 214 per cent, 

Untess one pauses to ponder on 
them for a moment these figures do 
not seem to amount to much, One ts 
almost inclined to wonder why any 
institution would think of keeping five 
men st work for two months to report 
oo such seemingly trivia} matters. 
These figures, however, become some 
thing very much different whep trans- 
formed into dollars and cents. 

Take that “measly” litte item of 
the 3.77 per cent loss sustained by the 
wheat crop ss a result of infection by 
stinking smut. This year, according to 
the estimates of the federal crop re- 
porter for Michigan. the state’s wheat 
harvest amounted to 9.259,000 bushels, 
Of this 3.77 per cent, or 350,421 bushels, 
was destroyed by smut—300,421 bushels 
which if stored in the grain bins of 
Uncle Sam would have ‘supplied 18 
ounces of bread dally for a year to 
every man in a division of 40.000 men. 
Or if we had to use it here at home. 
ft would have kept te city of Katn- 
mazoo in hot cross buns and white 
jonves for a full twelve months. 

This loss was caused for the most 
part through the failure of grain graw- 
ere to treat Cheir seed wheat. with for- 
maldehyde before planting—ano opera- 
tion which does nut exceed a cost of 
two cents a bushel. Of course not ev- 
ery furmer lost 3.77 per cent of his 
wheat from smut. ‘Those who used 
either the wet or dry formaldehyde 
method last fall harvested crops (his 
suminer which were almost entirely 
free from the smut disease, The av- 
erage loss of 3.77 per cent represents 
the good and bad all lumped together. 
The man who treated lost none—the 
man who took a chance and failed to 
treat was the man who pald the smut 
bill, a bil which added up to $788,- 
488.38. 

Of the ont crop, 2% per cent was 
rulned by loose smut. This of course 
looks Iike another inconsequentin! item 
—Inconsequential, that is, unti) it is 
turned over a few times and inspected 
both dorsally and ventrally. This 2% 
per cent, when expressed rs money, Je 
equfvalent to a loss of 1,229,480 bush- 
els of onts, which at the recent price 
of 60 cents a bushel would be worth 
$787,658. 

In the course of thelr tour through 
the state, the fleld men inspected 3,047 
acres of oats. Of these 1.008 acres 
were In fields which had been planted 
to treated oats.

that had not been treated, and 1p these 
fields the average loss was 4% per 
cent. Of course there were untreated 
fields fiere and there where no smut 
was found, but thege fields were the 
exception.. It was almost invariably 
true that wherever the. men Inspected 
a crop raised from treated seed, the 
oats were clean; while In those rulséd 
from untreated seed the losses from 
smut ran all the way from 1 to 40 per 
cent, of the crop. 

Among the counties, St. Joseph 
probably came through with the best 
record. Ju this district, where the 
treating of seed ts general, {t was 
found that the average loss from loose 
smut of oats was only four-tenths of 
lt per cent. Up in Cheboygan county. 
and more specifically in the Indian 
River district, where the “lrenting 
habit” hag not become ro widely 
adopted as in St. Joseph, the average 
loss in untreated flelds was 11° per 
cent, or about 28 times as heavy as if 
was in the southern Michigan county. 

The salaries and expenses of the 
young men who did the smut-hunting 
probably cost, during the two months, 
about $2,000. The result of this ex- 
penditure was the production for the 
Michigan farmer of indisputable evi- 
dence that it is costing him anywhere 
from $1,500,000 to $3,000,000 to fur- 
nish board and lodging to the simul 
spore. (This spore, so the plant path- 
ologists explain, is a tiny “seed” which 
alighting upon the oat plant causes 
the disease commonly called ‘ldose 
smut” because of its generally nasty 
and sooty nature. It is carried over 
from one senson to the next on the 
threshed oats, but can be destroyed if 
the outs are treated with formalde 
hyde before planting.) 

Of course the thing almed ut Is to 
awaken every grower of grain to an 
appreciation of the value of treating 
seed wheat und seed oats before plant- 
ing. Information as to how the for- 
maldehyde should be applied can be 
secured either from county’ agricul-

year, the Mivhigan Agricultural col- 
lege is recounmending to farmers that 
they take prevautions this fall to care 
fully select such seed stock as may 
be available. This is said to be more 
than usnally necessary at the present 
time because of the presence in the 
state of much corn grown from 
ported varieties of doubtful suitability 
to Miehigun conditions, 

“A very large proportion of the corn 
now growing is from seed procures 
outalde of Michigan.” declares Atfred 
Bentall, county agricultural agent in 
Allegan, “In Allegan county alone we 
have at lenst 6,000 ucres of corn raised! 
from seed brought in from outside. 
Much of every kind of corn, both 
home-grown and imported, has suffer- 
ed fram the frost, and it har also heen 
since damuged by the drought. but In 
spite of this we still huve a large oui 
ber of cornfields all over the stnte 
which with favorable weather will ma- 
ture good crops. 

“Farmers should be on the lookout 
now (August and early September) for 
the hilts of corn that have 


through the frost and drought and 
which promise to mature good ers. 
These hills should be marked and the 
corn saved for seed. 

“Remember that we have little or 
no seed saved from last year and that 
we are starting with absolutely empty 
cribs. It will be good business as 
well as true patriotism to carefully se- 
lect and save all corn good for seed, 
for there are Jnrge areag tn the stnte 
where seed corn will not be produced 
this year.”

PEACE LOOKED FOR IN 1920 


Before Next Harvest President Will 
Appolnt.a Commission to inves- 
tigate Farm Labor, 


Washington.--This year’s govern: 
ment wheat price was continued in ef. 
feet for the 1919 crop by. President 
Wiison in a proclamation fixing $2.20 
as the minimum price at primary 
niarkets. Winter wheat will be sold 
at this price, but the president ac- 
companied his proclamation with a 
statement giving notice that before 
the next harvest he will appoint a 
commission to report on increased 
cost of farm labor and supplies to 
guide him in determining whethes 
there shall be an advance in price for 
the spring crop. 

Such an advance, if given, the pres. 
ident said, will apply only to produc- 
ers who by that time have marketed 
their 1918 preduction. 

The possibility of peace before the 
middle of 1920 was touched upon in 
the president's statement, in connec- 
tion with the risk that by guarantee. 
ing wheat prices the government 
might lose as much as a haflf-billion 
foliars if Europe should find iis sup- 
plies available from the southern 
hemisphere. Therefore, the Govern- 
ment is undertaking a risk which 
might in such an event result in a na- 
tional loss of as much as $500,000,000 
through an unsalable surplus; or in 
any event, in maintaining a high level} 
of price to our own people for a long 
period subsequent to freedom in the 
world’s markets. 

The proclamation fixes as reason. 
able guaranteed prices for No.] north- 
ern spring wheat and its equivalents 
at the principal primary markets the 
following: 

New York, $2.39%4; Philadelphia, 
$2.39: Baltimore and Newport News, 
$2.38%; Duluth, $2.22%; Minneapo 
lis, $2.211%4; Chicago, $2.26; St, Louis, 
$2.24; Kansas City and Omaha, $2.18;

mittee, composed of James ‘Williams, 
‘chairmen; Earl! Smith, secretary, and} p 
Mrs. Alvin Scott, treasurer, was ap- 
pointed. 

The committee immediately started 
a membership campaign which resul- 
ted in about twenty paid memberships 
being signed up. A meeting is called 
for next Friday night at the same 
place, to take up the agricultural pro- 
gram and determine just what part 
South Branch community is going to 
take in the program. As the Western 
Michigan Potato Growers’ exchange 
has adopted the Rural Russett as 
their official late potato, and are go- 
ing to make it a standard Michigan 
variety, there will be a movement to 
adopt this potato in this community 
next season and make a concerted ef- 
fort to raise it so as to be in line with 
the best advertised potato in the mar- 
ket from Michigan. Several other 
projects are being talked over, such as 
marketing, boys’ and girls’ club work, 
etc. 

It is to be hoped that all the com- 
munities in the county will take hold 
in this manner. If they do there are 
bound to be good results come from 
it. 


The County agent is busy spotting 
fields of corn that are going to ma- 
ture, and has the pledge of several 
farmers to take their bag into the 
field and not quit until they have se- 
lected all the corn in those fields fit 
for seed. Also that they will take 
care of the same so that it shall not 
freeze. ‘If this is done we will have 
corn for seed in these counties next 
spring that was matured here; which, 
after all, is the best place to get seed 
corn. 


The County agent is making a re- 


.port of the injury done by grasshop- 


pers in these counties, to the Division 
of entomology at the Michigan Agri- 
ultural college, in order to see if 
something cannot be done to get 
ready for next year. 


In spite of the drouth there is more 
evidence of blight in potato fields 
than ever has been in these counties, 
and if it had been a wet season prob- 
ably would have been no better than 
it will be. Some year, soon, this sec- 
tion is bound to be blighted right. 
After the total loss of a crop or two 
then there will be some spraying for 
blight. After all it is rather hard to 
take medicine until you are sick.

The note that was tossed out of the 
car window by Mr. Barber was en- 
closed in the letter, and read as fol- 
lows: Aug. 4, 18.

Address Mrs. C. S. Barber, 
Frederic, Crawford County, Michigan, 
U.S. A. Drop a line to my folks.” 

The flowers enclosed were tiny blos- 
soms~of purple and pink, and were 
very fragrant even after their long 
journey across the ocean. 


League Island, Aug. 26, 1918 
Dear.Mr. Schumann: 

It may be a surprise to you to know 
that I am in the navy. It is almost 
a month now since J] started train- 
ing. It seems a long time and makes 
me feel like an old sailor. 

I thot it might interest you to know 
about the camp. I believe no other 
Grayling boy has been here, and it is 
quite different than the other navy 
camps. 

This is one of the greatest navy 

yards in the country. There are only 
a few thousand sailors here because 
this is more of an embarkment camp 
than a training camp. Large num- 
bers of sailors come from other camps 
and embark from here to somewhere 
across. Many of our large warships 
come here for supplies. 
. This life seems to agree with all the 
boys. They do not have enough to 
do in the day fime so they are always 
out for a ball game or shore-leave in 
the evening. They are real good to 
us here, as‘far as shore leave goes. 
We are allowed to go ashore every 
night and stay until morning. 

I am in the naval aviation. I am 
training at a large air craft factory 
here. We have to learn all about the 
making of the plane before we are 
sent across. It is pleasant but hard 
work. We have to help make them 
and also attend a school a few hours 
each day. After six weeks of this 
they send us across. 

It is about time for lights out so I 
had better stop. I would like to re- 
ceive a letter from some of my old 
friends.

(4) Local police authorities in all 
parts of the country will cooperate 
with the government in the enforce- 
ment of order on registration day. 
Regulations prescribed by the presi- 
dent and sent to the draft officials of 
the various states contain the follow- 
ing provisions: 

5th. On the day set for registra. 
tion all Federal marshals,deputy mar- 
shals and investigating agents and 
all police officers—state, county, town- 
ship, municipal or town—of whatever | 
grade or class, shall hold themselves’ 
in readiness to render whatever assis- 
tance may be necessary in preserving 
order at places of registration and in 
assisting in bringing about a complete 
registration. 

6th. All Marshals, deputy Mar- 
shals, investigating agents, and police 
officers shall examine the registration 
lists and report without delay to the 
loca) boards the names of any persons 
known by them to have failed to reg- 
ister themselves when liable to reg- 
istration; and it shall be the duty of 
Local boards to report to the proper 
United States district attorney all 
cases coming to their attention of per- 
sons who have failed to present them- 
selves for registration as required by 
law. 

7th. In every case in which a duly 
designated officer or agent refuses or 
fails to act, the Governor, Adjutant 
general or member of the local board, 
will proceed at once to name another 
officer or agent for such duty, and 
will bring the fact of such refusal or 
failure and the circumstances connec- 
ted therewith, to the attention of the 
proper United States District attorney 
with a view to the institution of pros- 
ecution of such officer or agent, as 
provided in section 6 of the act ap- 
proved May 18, 1917. 

It is essential that the people of 
this State shall accord the fullest 
measure of cooperation in the carry- 
ing out of this order. Ignorance of 
the law and regulations issued by 
proper authority under the law excus- 
es no one. ATI persons on the border 
line of the age of registration will be 
required to give adequate proof that 
they are outside the age limit speci- 
fied. The penalty for failure to reg- 
ister is one year’s imprisonment and 
no mzn can exonerate himself by the 
payment of a fine. 

Police officers may require any per- 
son subject to registration to exhibit 
his registration certificate. 

Persons not subject to registration 
solely on account of being in the mil- 
itary or naval service of the Unitede 
States become subject to registration 
and are required to register immed- 
iately upon leaving such military or 
naval service. 

And I do further request that 
Thursday, September 12th 1918, the 
date appointed by the President for 
such registration be observed as a 
holiday throughout this State, and 


urge upon all persons to lay aside 


their customary labors upon this date 
and to celebrate the day with such 
suitable exercises as may be provided 
in each locality, in order that the 
work of the general government may 
be properly carried out without inter- 

ference or hindrance in this state. 
And I hereby appoint the Mayor of 
each city, the President of each village 
and the Supervisor of each township 
as chairman of their respective com- 
munities to head the committees and 
to prepare such form of celebration as 
may be deemed suitable for the obser- 

vance of the day of registration.
